Mr. and Mrs. S. G. Nafziger have 
received word from R.C.A.F. head¬ 
quarters that the grave of their 
son, Flying Officer John Alden 
Nafziger, has been located. Flying 
Officer Nafziger was posted as 
missing on Oct. 28, 1944, and was 
later presumed dead. His grave has 
now been located at Hurth, Ger¬ 
many, and removal has been made 
to the Reichswald Forest British 
Military Cemetery. 

The letter received from the R. 
C.A.F. Casualty Officer states, in 
part; 

“Information obtained from Ger¬ 
man documents indicated that 
Flight Sergeant Greenhalgh, Ser¬ 
geant Hawkins, Flying Officer 
Fitchner, Flight Sergeant Smith 
and the remaining members of the 
crew were buried in the cemetery 
at Hurth, Germany, and that your 
son’s aircraft w%s shot down at 3 
p.m., October 28, 1944, southwest 
of Hurth. Hurth is located approx¬ 
imately 41 miles southwest of Col¬ 
ogne, Germany. 

The Missing Research and En- 
ouiry Services on investigating the 
German reports located the grave 
of your son and the remainder of 
the crew in the Hurth cemetery. 
Y*our son and his crew members 
-have now been concentrated to the 
Reichwald Forest British Military 
Cemetery in accordance with the 
policy that all aircrew personnel 
bur,ied in Germany should be trans¬ 
ferred to British War Cemeteries. 
This cemetery is located six miles 
north-northwest of Goch, Germany. 

To this date, grave numbers'al- 
loted to your son’s crew in the 
Reichwald Forest British Military 
Cemetery have not been received, 
but immediately we receive these 
the number of vour son’s grave 
will be forwarded to you. 

This is one of the permanent 
military cemeteries in Germany 
and will be turned over shortly to 
the Imperial War Graves Commis¬ 
sion who will be responsible for 
reverent and perpetual care of the 
resting places of our dead. The 
cemeteries will be beautified by 
landscaping and the planting of 
shrubs and flowers. A stone wall 
will be erected around the ceme-'" 
tery and a headstone placed on 
each grave. The task of preparing 
and erecting these headstones will 
naturally take considerable time. 
It is not necessary to write to the 
Imperial War Graves Commission 
as you will be contacted by them 
before the stone is prepared. 

May I again offer my sincere 
sympathy at the loss of your gal¬ 
lant son."

Scarcely a town but is boulevarled and tree shelter¬ 
ed, and the humblest home now nestles in the shade 
of protecting branches. From an/ high vantage point 
tne may see as far as the eye can reach, groves and 
windbreaks scattered at intervals. These mark the 
rural homes of people who love trees for their grace 
and lovefeness, as well as for their practical worth. 

It is* this miracle of growth within one generation 
which makes of every tree a personal friend. In 
those earlier days there was no town planning, no 
expert advice. Every urge was individual, and .per¬ 
haps haphazard. But into, the planting of every 
sapling, brought up from the riverside, went dreams 
of home and permanence, of a time when children 
would play under ever-widening branches, and whin 
birds would gather there. 

In all the countryside there is no more pitiful 
sight than a tree, dying or dead of thirst. It carries 
with it some of the heart and courage of the one who 
planted it. When the valiant trees fail, the spirit of 
man and woman cannot long endure. 

A house, denied the companionship of murmuring 
haves, is not a home. It is litMe more than a tem¬ 
porary stopping place, a spot to get away from.

supplemental allowance amounting 
to $30 a month. Of this amount 
the Alberta government is cur¬ 
rently paying $11.25, made up aa 
follows: $6.25 a month as Alberta’s 
share of the s£6 pension provided 
by the federal law and wartime 
orders-in-counc’l, and an addition¬ 
al provincial 1 onus of $5 a month 
which has been paid since 1942. , 

“The federal share payable at 
present is' $13.75 a month, which, 
under the provision of the amend¬ 
ing bill, will be increased to $22.50 
i month. If Alberta does no more 
than continue its present payment 
from provincial funds amounting 
to $11.25 a month, thin sum, to¬ 
gether with the increased federal 
contribution ol $22.50, will mean 
that Alberta can actually raise its 
pension rate to $33.75 a month 
v : thout additional cost per pen¬ 
sioner to the province over what it 
is paying at piesent. 


FARMERS 


Legislation relating to old age 
pensions is before the Commons 
and likely to be approved. 

The old age pension legislation 
would provide, conditional on new 
pension agreements with the prov¬ 
inces, for a $5-a-month increase in 
existing basic payments for the 
bl nd and the aged, retroactive to 
May 1, would increase the amount 
a pensioner may earn without suf¬ 
fering a reduction in pension and 
would broaden the class of those 
who may receive pensions. 

Under existing statutes the basic 
pension is $20 a month, with 75 
per cent paid oy the Dominion ana 
the remainder by the proyince. In 
1943, the federal government 
granted a ‘$5-a-month wartime 
supplement to pensioners. All 
provinces except Quebec, New 
Brunswick and Prince Edward Is¬ 
land paid an additional $5 supple¬ 
ment. 

Under the new legislation, the 
st! aieJodjoDui oj auajd uoiuiuioq 
wartime supplement. This means 
it will pay 75 per cent of $30, or 
75 per cent of the pension now pre¬ 
vailing in the province, whichever 
is the lesser. 

Nbw, a single old age pensioner 
is entitled only, to $425 annually in¬ 
clusive of pension. Under the new 
bill he could receive $600 inclusive 
of pension without suffering a- re¬ 
duction of pension. The total in¬ 
come of a single blind person now 
is limited to $500 annually, hut 
that ceiling wili be raised to $720. 

It also removes a provision that 
required a pensioner to be a Brit¬ 
ish subject. Anyone - who meets 
residence qualifications now can 
apply for a pension. 

The agreements with the prov¬ 
inces wilj provide for cases where 
A pensioner moves from one prov¬ 
ince to another til benefit from 
higher pension rate. 

John Bracken, Conservative lead 
er, in criticism said that the legis¬ 
lation was too long delayed and 
provided only partial justice. He 
also inquired about Indian pen¬ 
sions. 

Health Minister Martin in pre¬ 
senting the bill, spoke of the effect 
in various provinces.

Poison Ivy 

Every year many adults, and 
especially children, are accidentally 
poisoned from contact with Poison 
Ivy. Susceptible persons need onh 
touch a plant to be alflietrd with 
severe skin inflammations and wafci 
blisters. Persons who learn to. recog 
nize and then to avoid Poison lv\ 
can save themselves much discom¬ 
fort and inconvenience 

Description. Poison Ivy is a 
woody perennial shrub which multi¬ 
plies by seed and underground root¬ 
stocks. In the prairie provinces it 
is usually not over 12 to IS inclie.- 
in height. The leaves of PoisonTv\ 
always consist of throe leaflets. Tin 
old saying, “Leaflets three, let it be,’ 
reminds us of the one sure way t« 
spot Poison Ivy. The leaflets am 
usually oval in sli:ii>o. They an 
smooth, at least on the upper sur 
face, and have even margins (not 
toothed or notched I The flower* 
and berries are clustered in tin 
axils of the leaves. The berries an 
usually creamy-white m colour. A 
photograph of Poison Ivy lias been 
reproduced on a printed leaflet 
Copies niav be obtained, free ol 
charge, from Line Elevator gram 
buyers. School teachers should aval 
themselves of this opjiortunity. 

Control. Since Poison Ivy i- 
largely confined to the margins o; 
woods, eradication is difficult. How 
ever, when found in picnic, grounds 
summer resorts, and other ground 
frequented by people, particular!) 
children, it should lie rooted out 
and burned. If hand pulling is 
undertaken, rubber boots and 
gloves should be worn, and all 
clothing washed after the job i- 
eompleted. Spraying with sodnm 
chlorate will afford effective control 
of Poison Ivy, though at least twi 
applications are usually neeessarv 
Treatment for Poisokmg • Manv 
remedies have been mggested ti 
ease the burning and irritation 
eaused by Poison Ivy. The United 
States Public Health Service recoin 
mends a 10 per cent alcoholic aolu 
tion of tannic aod applied as » 
lotion. * If poisoning is severe, a 
physician should be consulted Is 
fore any home remedies are applied

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Twister Struck Vulcan the 
Evening of July 8th, 1927, 
C'ausinK Much Property Damage 


Sugar Ration 
Off in U.S.A. 


Many residents of the toym and 
,district will remember the tornado 
that struck twenty years ago on 
July 8th, causing considerable 
property damage^on farms in its 
path and in the town itself. 

Common in many parts of the 
States, the formation of such a 
“twister” this far north is a very 
unusual occurrence. The 1927 tor¬ 
nado was thought to have formed 
in the vicinity of the 'Little Bow 
river southwest of Vulcan and, ad- 
vancing on the town, had the ap¬ 
pearance of a churning, funnel- 
shaped spiral reaching to the 
ground, the upper part of the fun¬ 
nel lost in ominous, madly-churn¬ 
ing clouds which covered the great¬ 
er part of the sky. Appearance of 
the tornado was preceded by thun¬ 
der and lightning, accompanied by 
light rain, and intermittent hail 
with stones the size of eggs. 

The farms of J. Mallory, Chris 
Zahnd. G. Galloway, Mr. Barker, 
Chauncey Layman, Johnny John¬ 
ston, Hamilton Johnston and Harry 
Adams all suffered damage to a 
varying degree. On the W. J. Mont¬ 
gomery dairy farm a cow barn 
170x40 feet was reduced to splint¬ 
ered boards and the house punc¬ 
tured in many places by flying 
debris. The iron pump was raised 
from the well several feet and 
given a bend and a twist. On the 
Harry Adams farm a good-sized 
building was lifted into the air in 
its entirety and burst in mid-air 
as though it had exploded. 

Crops were practically uninjur¬ 
ed and there was no loss of life, 
but there were many narrow es¬ 
capes both on these farms and in 
town. 

Jumping from the Montgomery 
farm to the town, the whirling 
funnel struck down telephone and 
electric light poles here and there 
throughout the town. One of the 
hardest-hit places was the curling 
rink, which was almost totally 
wrecked. Part of the skating rink 
roof was torn off and holes punch¬ 
ed through the building. The resi¬ 
dence of Con Kettleson was dam¬ 
aged by flying sections of the curl¬ 
ing rink. The Burrows Garage 
(now the Centra!) had one tile 
wall blown out and lost most of 
its windows. At Roy Ferguson’s 
livery barn, the tornado appeared 
to lift the roof and then let it drop 
on the rest of the building, squash¬ 
ing the whole structure into a 
shapeless mass. There was much 
minor damage, such as chimneys 
taken away, fences, flagpoles and 
garages blown down, etc. 


On that glad day when sugar 
rationing went off in U.S.A., Mr. 
and Mrs. Char , i% / Teatsworth and 
Ah. and Mrs. Ronald Smith were 
right on hand lor the extra spoon¬ 
ful. They were at Caldwell, Idaho, 
at the time, anti this is a centre of 
sugar beet irrigation. A big sugar 
cjnvpany of that area put out 650,- 
fOO pounds of sugar to the locaj 
t’-ade, but the'e was no fear of de¬ 
pletion because the same sugar 
c< mpany had 22 million pounds in 
storage at nearby Nampa. 

The Teatsworth and Smith par¬ 
ty had a very pleasant holiday. 
They had intended going to Idaho 
by Glacier park but' it was closed, 
so they went by way of Helena, 
.Montana, traveling in the rain till 
they got into Southern Idaho. Af¬ 
ter that it wa3 fine.
